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REPORT ON OFFICER'S DUTIES EI RSQARDS TO OFFICER TIPPIT'S liORDER

On my arrivaX in the lOO ?lk. of E, 10th Street I talked with Cgt, Bud 
Oi?6ns and Officer «, «, *'ob. At the samo tine a call cane out that a pereon 
flttlriE the description of the Buspeot was seen entering the Texas Theatre on 
IVest Jefferson, . 

I attenpted to reach th.i Texas Theatre in the 200 Hlk. of 'Test ''efferson 
but was unable to do so because of the traffic. Officer *'oe had given me the 
na.no or a woman who was an ejewitnesa to the shooting. Her name was Helen 
Karkham of 323 E. ?th Strret, a waitress at the Eat Well Cafe on l^ain Street. 
Also that the manager of the used car lot, 501 E. Jefforson, had heard the 
shooting and seen the suspect running from the scene. Officer Poo also told 
ma someone had picked up two empty .36 hulls frcoi the street and given them to 
him, but he did not know who it was. 
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radio that Squad 91 had the witness to the shooting and was onroute to the city 
hall. I then returned to the city hall and ray office, I assisted other officer" 
in taking affidavits an:i answering the telephone. I took affidavits froa 
Charles Douglas Oivins and Billy Kolan Lovelady. 

I was then directed by Captain Fritz to locate the woman witness to 
Tippit's murder and take her to the idiov.np room to view tee Oswald in a lineup. 
I found Helen MarWiara in the Police Emergency Room with Det, i-, C. Graves. She 
was suffering from shock. As soon as she was able, I took her to the showup 
rocm and called Captain Fritz who had "swaid brou^t down and placed in a lineiq). 
At lji35 pm, November 22, I963 Helen Uarkham Identified Oswald as the #2 man 
in a Ij-nan lineup as the man vrijo had shot Officer Tippit, Also present was 
Chief Curry, Captain Frits and Det. L. C. Graves. There may have been others in 
the room, I don't recall. 
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Bet. L. C. QraTes and I then took Helen Marlthan to hrr home In Oak Cliff, 
T7e stopped at the used car lot, 501 S. Jefferson, where we talked with the manager. 
Tod Collo\vay, who tola ma hft had efcen the euepeet running from the scene with « 
gun in his hand and how he was dressed— with dark trousers, shirt light color. 
Jacket and a T shirtj th^t the shirt and Jacket were open and he could see the 
T shirt. A colored ptrter, Sam Cuinyard, of Taocahachie, Texas said he also 
saw the suspect and could identify him. I also talked with another employee 
of the lot, Bomingo Bonavides, 50? E. Jefferson, who said he went to the 8oen» 
of the shooting and picked up two enpty hulls and gave them to Officer Poe, 

Ve then returned to our office where Captain Fritz told me to call the above 
people to cone down for a lineup, I called Kr. Calloway yiho came down and brou^t 
Sara Cuinyard with him. iTe went directly to the showup room. TJiile waiting for 
the showup I took an affidavit from both of the above men. At 6 CO pm Oswald 
was brought dovm, where he was identified by both Calloway and Cuinyard as the 
same ra.in thoy had seen running from the scene of Officer Tippit's killing with 
a gun in his hand. He was identified as ff2 man in a l-man linavp, 

Mr. Calloway and Cuinyard were then taken up to the crime lab on the hth 
floor where Captain Doughty showed us a Jacket that was found along the route 
taken by the suspect from the scone of the Tippit shooting. They Identified it 
as the same one or one Just like the one worn by the suspect, 

I returned to the Homicide Office where i worked until U30 am Saturday 
morning. I went home and returned at 8^ am Saturday, November 23, I963. 
During the day I did general office work and took two more affidavits 1 one from 
R. S. Truly, supervisor at the Texas School Book Depository, 111 Elm Street and 
another employee of this business, Urs. R. A. Eeld. I also took an affidavit from 
TV. 7,-. Ccogglns, a cab driver who was near the scene of the Tippit shooting and 
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witnessed saoe. At ZtlS ps another shoivup tiae held where Scogglns Identified 
i^swald as the mn he saw shoot Officer Tippit, 

Also at this same shovup iras •Tllllaa TTajne V,haley, another cab driver, «fao 
drove Oswald from the Grejhound Bus depot to the 500 5Ik. of Korth Seckley. H« 
also Identified Oswald as the ff3 i»an in a U-oian lineup. Others in the lineup 
werei fl John Thurman Horn, #2 David Knapp, #3 Oswald, Daniel I«jon, 

I Trorked until 9 lOO pa this date and was told to return about 8 00 am 
the next da^, Sunday Sovember 2li, 1963 by Captain FTlta« Ho said we irould 
transfer Osvrald about lOjOO an. 
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
